On page 3, please replace the paragraph extending from line 7 through line 19, with the 
paragraph: 


According to various preferred embodiment, the pocket sheet has a width at least half the 
width of the base sheet, more preferably at least 60 percent of the width of the base sheet. The 
base sheet and the pocket sheet may be formed of separate sheets of paper material that are 
adhered to one another, for example, along their edges, thus forming a seam having a thickness 
including only a single layer of the base sheet and a single layer of the pocket sheet or that may 
be formed of a single sheet of paper material with a fold line defining one of the edges of the 
sheets. This again results in the pocket insert being of a thickness that is limited to only two 
layers of the sheet material, either in a folded configuration or an independent base sheet and 
pocket sheet configuration. The pocket insert may include two pockets formed by the base sheet 
and the pocket sheet, with both pockets opening towards the base sheet first edge. The base
